1f any of our General Hiftorians can pre- 
tend to Rivalthip with Rapin, it is Mr 
Daniel, but 1 have diligently compar'a 
them, and find Rapin to excel him, in

Rapin is not, indeed, a finith’d and. com- 
pleat Hiftorian, like Polybius and Thuey- 
dides among the Greeks, or Livy atid Tia- 
citus among the Romans.—But tho’ we 
can’t fay this of Rapin, yet we can fay 
what is infinitely better; we have in him 
more Truta, tho’ lefs Delicacy, a more 
faithful Colleétion of Faé#s, tho’ lefs Pomp 
of Words.” 

 Thefe Paflages are fufficient to thew 
the Harmony between Mr Osborne and 
his Brother Walfingham concerning Ra- 
pin. ‘The former gives him the Preference 
to all the General Hiftorians of our N.ti- 
on, and thinks him inferior to the Aunti- 
ents in nothing but the Ornaments of 
The Jatter {ums up his 
Charatter in much fewer Word, and calls 
him at once the Dulleft of all Dull Wri- 
ters.

tho’ it may be thought impertinent to 
point out the Inconfiftencies uf thefe Wrt- 
ters, with refpe& to edth other, the 
ought certainly to be put in Mind of the 
own Self: Contyadi@ions, which are the 
ftrongeft Signs of a weak Head, ot a pro- 
figate Heart.

H Predeceffors, it is becaule the aed Age 
e 


exceeds all the former in Infidelity and 
Irreligion. f the Englifh Clergy are 
worfe we’d than the Clergy of any other 

Nation, 
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Nation, it is becaufe England, ever e- 
fteem'd a fober and ferious People, is 
mow the moft corrupt in Faith Prac- 
tice: The Clergy were appointed for the 
Ufe of Men in Things pocaiien unto God. 
In the Name of the People they of- 
fer up to God publick Prayers: In 
the Name of God they explain to the 
People his Nature and Will; teach the 
Dotirvines and Duties of the Chriftian 
Religion, and adminifter the Sacra 
gnents , are the Means intended to make 
Men wifer and he-~*-r both here and 
hereafter. If the. -. any Thing mean 
or ujfelefs in_thefe Offices, the Chriftian 
Religion muft be, what Infidels seprefent 
it, an lmpofture , its Dottrines, falfe ,; its 
Inflitutions, idle Ceremonies; its Moral 
Precepts, cf no Service towards the Im- 

ovement of human Nature, and the 

¢lfare of publick Society. For,. fup- 

fing the Truth of Chriftianity, it can 
be no Difbonour to the highelt ‘of the 
Sons of Men to.attend on their Maker ; 
and to be helpful: to their Fe/low-Crea- 
tures, in promoting their prefent and 
eternal Happinefs If a Perfon were

But they will reply, That they nei- 
ther api @ nor ate the Clergy for their 
Office, but. their Infufficiency; or their 
wicked Lives, ‘The Complaint ig ftale 
and a thin Cover for Irreligious Spleen 
towards the whole Order, or for private 
Refent ment _of ome Difobligations. 
Thefe perfonal Diflikes are often extend- 
ed by the Paffionate and Injudicious, to 
the Difadvantage of the Innocent, and 
made the Ground of a General Averfion. 
As to the Learning of the Englifh Clergy, 
let their Writings, which have been the 
Admiration of Foreigners, be their De- 


fenfe againtt a General Charge of Infuffi- 


ciency. The prefent Set of Clergy in this 
Nation need not be afhamed to appeal 
to their Printed Works.

rtance. And is it a lefs honourable 

mployment to addrefs the Kine of 
Kings, with the Thanks and Praifes of 
the Congregation? Or, if this Perfon 
was appointed to fet his Majefty’s Seal 
to a Charter, whereby certain Rights 
were granted them, would they efteem 
fuch a Commiffion a juft Pretence for 
contemptuous Treatment ? Or if they did, 


Would bis Majefty think they thereby G 


made him any Compliment? Without 
any Affront to Earthly Majefly, the 
tea Sacraments, are Seals and 
Pledees of infinitely greater Bleffings, 
than all the Monarchs in the whole 
World are able to beftow ; and the 
Clergy are the Perfons who adminifter 
them to the Peoples; there is nothing, 
therefore, in any Part of the Sacerdotal 
Office, low, and contemptible. 

As little Ground is there, in the Na- 
ture of theit Office, for Hatred or Lil-Will, 
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produced, like theie Writings, publickly 
in Evidence for them: But an equitable 
Appeal muft be made to the Honour and 
Honefty of the Laity; who, I am confi- 
dent, confciertioufly cannot, and I cha- 
ritably hope, will’not, unjuftly, bring 
the Body of the Clergy in Guilty. The 
Corruption of the prefent Age has fpread 
itfelf greatly among the Gentlemen of 
Effates and Interefi, who have many 
Opportunities of introducing Corruption 
into the Prieffhood ; and it would be next 
to a Miracle, if the Clergy fhould not, 
in fome Degtee, partake of the Com- 
mon Infeétion. I am rather. furprized, 
that fo many of them fhould be an Orna- 
ment to their Profeflion, by their exem- 
plary Behaviour, while their Enemies 
take fo much Pains, with fuch powerful 
Advantages, to debauch their Morals. 
Let their Accufers diftinguifh Learned 
and Good Men by their Fayours, and 
then they will have a Right to fome Ar- 
tention and Credit, if they compiain of 
Infufftency and Immorality , bur, while 
it is their avowed Maxim, That the 
more infignificant and vicious a Clerpy- 
man is, the fitter he is for their Purpofe, 
and their conftant Practice is agreeable 
to their Maxim, their Conduét is too 
much of a Piece. with his, whofe dif- 
tinguifhing Charaéter it has always been, 
to be both Zempter and Accufer. 

lf I were worthy to Addrefs myfelf te 
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that venerable Body, I would offer a 
Hint ortwoconcerning their Conduét, but 
I fhall only prefume to exprefs my Wifes. 
They mutt fee what an Inclination there 
is in the People, to take Advantage of 
every Slip that they make, and I hope 
their dangerous Situation, will teach 
them Caution and Circumfpe&tion. May 
the united and vigorous Efforts of their 
Enemies, infpire them with a Spirit of 
Union and Zeal in the fupport of one a- 
nother. The Clergy, 1 am certain, can 
never fall, but as Rome did, by their 
own Weight. In a Nation fo naturally 
difpofed as this is, to reverence Religi- 
on, a diligent regular, pious, and dif.

Religion and themfelves, in {pight of all 
the Fury of Infidelity and st sa the 
Rage of Party, perfonal Prejudices and 
Refentments. But if fome will attend 
more to the Methods of Advancement, 
than to the Duties of their Funétion, and 
be more anxious to get, than to deferve 
Preferment; this muft leflen the Credit 
of the whole Order, with the unthink- 
inig Part of Mankind. If others, for the 
Sake of ferving their own particular 
Turn, will affociate with their moft bit- 
ter Enemies, thefe impolitick Meafures 
muft apace impair their general Strength, 
till they will foon become too weak to 
make a Stand againft a bold Affault:

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Wpon which Occafion the /atter fent the 
former a Subfidy of 4000 Scots, and the 
learned Men then alfo fent by Achaius, 
founded the now more learned Scots Col- 
lege at Paris, which has ever fince fub- 
filted. Anti it is well known to thofe 
who are verfant in Heraldry, that the 
Double Treffure ia the Scotch Arms, was 
the Badge of that Alliance. Now Aequi- 
nardus, who was Secretary to Charles /e 
Maigne, and wrote the Hittory of thofe 
Times (lib. . p. 80.) doth make honour- 
able mention of the Kings of Scotland. 
Under thefe Circumftances can any tober 
Man imagine that A:quinardusby Scotland 
meant Ireland? Thus’tis very plain, that 
Bengovion, Hegefippus, and A.quinardus,do 
all make mention of Scotland within 1000 
cars after Chrift. 

As to the 2d Remark about the fir/t 
Colony of Scots; no Author has been ci- 
ted to’ prove it; the’ in, who is al- 
Jow'd to have wrote a complete Hiltory 
of England, fhould not be contradiéted 
without good Authority; nor was it in 
this Writer’s Power to cite any Author 
before Luddus, who wrote in Support of 
his Remarks, Camden, Uber, &c. being 
only Commentators upon him. This 
Luddus, alias Luid, or Lud, wrote in the 
Year 1572, and was the firft who ftarted 
any Doubts touching the Veracity of For- 
don’s Hiftory of Scotland, which appears 
to be written 231 Yeats before his Time , 
and as this Hiltory had been carefully 
drawn up from old Records kept at Jcolm 
Kiln, under the Scals of their Kings, and 
the Tuition of their chief Pricfts (which 
introduced Baleus to attirm, that the Scots 
wrote, ex incorrupta annalium fide) fo 
the faid Luddus was feversly chaitis’d by 
Buchanan, for having vainly attack’d that 
awell-qwarranted Hi However Cant- 
den acknowledges (in his Introduétion, 
cap. 1) that the Scots were fettled in Bri- 
tain before the Introduétion of the Saxons, 
and that the Saxons were invited over from 
Germany to fight againft the Scots. And 
the Vencrable Bede, who was himfelf a 
Saxon, in his Chronologia Saxonica, cap 14. 
fays, that the Saxons came over into Bri- 
tain in the Year 449. and in his Chap. De 
Prifcis Incolis, veckons the Scots the oldeft 
Inhabitants of this Ilend. So that no- 
thing can be more ridiculous than to al- 
ledge their fir ft Settlement was only about 
the Tear S00. 

» Tcould fer the Antiquity of Scotland 
in a much clearer Light than Rapin has 
done, and prove that Hadrian the Roman 
Emperor, who reign’d Anno Chrifli 117, 
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built his Wall from Tyne to Solvey for Des 
fence againit the Scots: Hereto pertain- 
eth the Anfwer of Florus to Adrian.

After him Severus, Anno Chrifti 193, en- 
larged the Roman Conquefts, and for their 
Prefervation built another Wall from Forth 
toClide in Scotland.

That accurate Antiquary Skene, in his 
Table of the Kings of Scotland, gives us 
this particular Chronology of Fergus the 
Firft, That he reigned Anno Mundi 3641, 
330 Tears oefore Chrift, and in the if Tear 
of the 112th Clympiad, in the 421/t Tear 
of the Building of Rome, about the Be- 
kinnirg of the 3d Monarchy of the Greci- 


ans; and Buchanan fays, about the Time’ 


that Alexander fack'd Babylon. 

The Scotifo Antiquity having been 
thus maingain’d by whole Armies of 
Authors, as well foreion as domeftic, 
it May poffibly be ask’d, How it came 
to pafs that ever any Doubt was rais'd 
about it?

H ‘ \ JE love the Church and Clergy be- 
caufe we love the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, which at as low an Ebb as it is in 

Britain at prefent, we hope will not be 

deftroy’d ; and deftroy’d it muft be, if 

it’s Minifters are deftroy’d. Have they 
HOE 
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not little enough already ? Why mutt 
they alone of all his Majcity’s Subjects be 
debarr’d the Benefit of the Law now in 
being ? If they are forc’d to attend upor. 
Juftices and Quarterly Seffions, and chca 
precluded from the Ufe of the Ecclefiatti- 
cal Courts, the inferior Clergy will be 
under great Hardfhips. And what is this 
for? Truly, to oblige the Quakers ; and 
who are they ?

an Anti-Creed, or Denial of almoft every 
Article of the Chriftian Faith.

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ther alledg’d, that as the Law now ftands 
the Quakersare perfecuted. Perfecuted ! 
How ? Becaufe they are fuedsat Law, 
for not paying what by Law they ought 


A to pay. How is this Perfecution more 


than any other legal Procefs or A@ion at 
Law ? The Word Perfecution isof great 
Service to the Quakers; they are perf{e- 
cuted for not being fuffered todo what 
they pleafe,;and by not having it in their 
Power to perfecute us. Why donot the 
Quakers pay their Tythes without any 
more ado? What hinders it but their 
own Obftinacy and Perverfenefs 2?) And 
wou’d you reward it, inftead of difcou- 
raging it ¢ They have one Law in their 
Favour already, fhou’d they have more, 
what an Inundation of Quakers wou'd 
follow? *Tis but for a Man to put on a 
ftiff Hat, and a fhort Cravat, and fay 
Thee, and Thou, and he is immediately 
entitled to all the Rights, Privileges, and 
Immunities of Quakerifm. 
(We are defired to add what follows by 
another Hand :| 
THE Detail the Quakers give of their 
to the Account 
chiefly of Tythes, andChurch Rates, but ic 
does. not appear what is to be Deducted 
for other Grievances; thefe Sums are 
large indeed, and one would fuppofe 
they were all fpent in Law and Gaoler’s 
Fees: But the Cafe is far otherwife ; it 
appears thatthe Principal Sums recover'd 
for Tythe. and Church Rates are included 
in thefe grofs Sums; and when they 
make up their next Account, if they' 
would dea! clearly, they fhould make 
§ Parfons and the Parith Sufferers, for the 
Perfon, who is forc’d to go to Law for 
his own is the Sufferer, and not he who 
is forc’d topay what he ought. Befides, 
the Quakers in the Country ought to 
confider that their Friends at the Yearly 
London Mecting,who then call upon them 
earneftly to fuffer all Extremities rather 
than pay Tythes, are themfelves gene- 
rally Merchants and Traders in great 
Cities and Towns, and in no. danger of 
bearing any Share of the Burden, nor 
have I heard of any of thofe in Prifon 
for Church Rates.
